. ^ 'SCHOOLS IN OUTLYING POSSESSIONS. i 

Although statistics w<*rc requested from nurse training schools in 
all our outlying possessions, the only reports received from them were 
from two schools in Pjorto Rico. The nurse training school of St. 
Lukes Memorial Hospital, at Ponce, reported 21 nurse pupils, 5 
graduates, GO beds, and 40 patients daily on an average. The mini- 
mum age for admission is* 10 years, and eighth-grade education is 
required. The nurses have nine hours of duty daily, and the length ; 
of the course offered is three years. . The remuneration granted for 
each year of the course is $60. 

The nurse training school of the Presbyterian Hospital, at San 
Juan, reported 34 pupils, 7 graduates, *05 hods, and 64 patients on an ; 

average. The minimum age for admission is 17 years, and the minb • "*j 
mum educational requirement is one year of high-school work. Nine 
hours of duty are required daily, and the course offered covers a j 

period of flirec years > The remuneration given to the nurse pupils j 

is $48, $72, and $120 for the first; second, and third years of the course, j 

respectively: The statistics contained in the fubles.^do not include j 

these figures. 

1 '' TUITION.' 

Of the 1,755. nurse training schools reporting, only 46, or ^.6 per 
cent, charge any tuition wha,tevcr. Forty-five of these.schools specify 
a tuition fee for.thp first year, ftruf 14 charge a fee for the second and • 
fthe third year. , Thus it is seen that 69 per cent of the nurse training • 
schools chargiqg,a tuition in the first year pf the course discontinue 
such charge after the first year. One school, contrary to the usual, 
rule,, specifies a tuition fee. for the second and third years only.. The 
tuition the first year ranges frorp $7 to $96, and that for the second
